Wo took a survey of the premises of tlio 


Fall Kiver Coal Company, and their modes 
of unloading and storing cor1, yesterday af- 
ternoou, and found that this linn hud de- 
monstrated the truth of Kam Patch's proverb 
that "fionro Mnngs can bo done as well as 
others." A schooner laden with S32 tons of 
coal lay at tho Vi'hfiiT, and the process of un- 
loading going on, we had a splendid oppor- 
tunity of seeing how it was done, the great 
fact being that it could be taken out and 
stored iu about sixteen hours, aud at an ex- 
pense of about ouc and a hr'f cents per ton 
for the labor of storage. 


Tho process is this, substantially. A lofty 


elevator has been, constructed, underneath 
which fl-e numerous bins for the storage of 
the different Irnds of coal. /Tong tho under- 
side of the lofty roof of this elevator, aro 
fastened two strong :ncliL"'ng timbers for 
a ro?l way, on which is or- ried a stout iron 
basket or tub that holds a half ton of coal.
